The news of the 
tragedy excited intense interest over the 
state. 

There was startling evidence produced. 
Mr. W. R. Muller declared that he had 
heard the shot and that it was fully fif-

“Judge Andrew Crawford, of the~ Co- 
lumbla’ bar; was present at the inquest 
in behalf of Major Evans, u'tLough he 
has not yét been retained tor the trial. 
Former GoVerrior John Gary Evans, of 
Spartanburg, and Captain N. G. Evans, 
of Edgefield, S. C., brother of Major 
Evans, arrived. this morning and have 
secured counsel for him. Major W. T. 
Gary, of Atigusta, Ga., uncle of) Major 
Evans. is also here. They decline to talk 
untt! Major Evans's counsel prepares an 


‘\authentie statement. Evans las declined 


to see any one until today when he ad- 
mitted a very few intimate friends. 

The verdict of: the coroner’s jury has 
been generally accepted as proper. Noth- 
ing except the homicide has been talked 
of in Columbia today. There is intense 
interest and in some quarters deep feel- 
ing. Capt&in Griffin had but recently 
moved his family to this city. His death 
leaves them in very unfortunate circum- 
stances. 

There are many theories for the killing, 
but none have much to support them. It 
is known that Major Evans was in finan- 
cial straits, 

Captain Griffin will be buried here to- 
morrow. Members of Camp Hampton, 
Confederate Veterans, will be honorary 
pallbearers. 

Only a part of the available testimony 
was brought out by the coroner, but the 
jury was unanimous on the first vote. 

Ww. R. Muller testified that after the 
shooting Evans walked into his store, 
which is directly beneath Evans's sleep- 
ing apaftments, talked coolly and pleas- 
antly and used his telephone, making no 
mention of any one being hurt. He then 
went to a drug store on the opposite side 
of the street. 

Eavns Admired Gold Fish. 

The clerk there testified that Major 
Evans chatted pleasantly, admired gold 
fish in a and then, calling up a physi- 
clan over the telephone, tqld him some 
one was unWell in his room and requested 
that he call. At that time Major Fvdns 
was not under the influence of .iquor. ° 


The physician who made the post-mor- 


tem testified to an absence ¢«f burns from 
Captain Griffin's shirt and hand, which 
were powder pitted, and that the muzzle 
of the weapon was at least five feet dis- 
tant. This Was a staggering blow to 
Major Evans's declaration that it was 
suicide.

‘HE WANTS POWERS TO BUILD 


Proposes for the Indemnity To Be 
Used in Constructing the 
Lines. Ela tts 


New York, April 14.—H. T. Bosman, of 
Hong Kong, accompanied by his wife and 
servants, is in the. city., At home Mr. 
Bosman is better known as Mr. Ho Tung, 
amd he ig one of the leading merchants of 
his native city. as weil as one of tts most 
extensive property owners, Mr. Bosman, 
though an oriental, is a British subject 
and a justice of the peace in his majesty’s 
service: 

Mr. Bosman is deeply interested in the 
trend of events politically in the far east. 
To a reporter in an interview he said: 

‘I believe that this is the golden oppor- 

tunity for the introduction of western 
ideas into the middie kingdom, and ‘that 
tht apparent disagreement of the powers 
wpon the amount of indemnity to be paid 
for the boxer disturbamces should lead 
to some sort of compromise having for 
its object the development of undeyeloped 
Asia rather than tthe levying of a mere 
monetary fine which could be raised by 
additional taxation, and: in the end per- 
haps leave the real situation of the coun- 
try unchanged. I have a plan in my own 
mind which I think is worthy of the at- 
tention of the diplomats, because I be- 
Heve it would be a civilizing influence. It 
is this: Let the powers agree upon the 
amount of indemnity to be paid and then 
contract among themseives and with the 
Pekin government that the entire -sum, 
say $200,000,000, shall be used for building 
railroads and for other internal improve- 
ments in China under the joint control of 
the powers, to be operated by them until 
the full amount of the investment is re- 
turned, and untik China.is in a position 
to become, by purchase, the sole owner 
of the improvements, ; 

‘Railroads will do inore to enlarge the 
perspective of the Chinese than any other 
one agency. They will cause the people 
of the interior to travel and to acquire that 
breadth of view which comes from con- 
tact with the world. Now China is in 
great ‘need of railroads, while ‘the rest of 
the world is clamoring for broader trade 
facilities. The situation seems to have 
been created for reciprocal negotiations 
along a certain line. 

“Railroads-could be built by the powers 
on the basis of a three or four per cent 
accumulative interest bearing indemnity 
bond until the claims of all the powers 
are paid. In aftér years 4 chance could 
be given to China to acquire the proper- 
ties out of the net earnings, after the in- 
demnity had ‘beén provided for. Any sur- 
pius—and I believe there would be a sur- 
plus—could be used to develop more rail- 
roads. By ‘that time the Chinese problem 
would have been solved.” 
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shoulder, he said to me:

I asked 
him how Dr. Knowlton would do and he 
said he did not want him, Then I called 
Dr. Philpot’s name and he said he would 
do. I stepped to the room door to send 
for Dr. Philpot. I saw Dr. Fishburne in 
the hall and asked Evans if he would do, 
and he said ‘no,’ he knew nothing about 
him. I saw Officer Scott and sent him 
after Dr. Philpot. In a very few minutes 
Dr. Philpot came. We opened the door 
and Dr. Gibbes came in with him. 

“Major Evans ordered Dr. Gibbes out 
again and told him to get out of the room. 
Dr. Philpot said he wanted Dr. Gibbes. 
Dr. Gibbes said he was there and was 
going to remain and called on us to pro- 
tect him, and we told him to remain and 
we would protect him as officers. He told 
Major Evans he had taken enough off of 
him and he was going ahead with his 
work, and it had to stop. They came 
very near’ getting into a fight. 

“Dr. Philpot walked around and. felt 
the wounded man’s pulse and pronounced 
him dying, and Evans ordered him out of 
the room. Meantime we took Mr. Evans 
out. We had to humor him a good deal 
and coax him, like you would with a 
drunken man. We put him in a hack at 
the side gate and took him to jail.’’ 

Alderman Muller, of Muller & Sons, said 
in part: ‘‘Between 2 and 2:30 I heard the 
report and remarked that it sounded like 
some one shooting, and I walked toward 
the front door and looked out.on the 
street and I saw no commotion.

Evans in Deep Trouble. 

“Some one answered the ’phone and 
said that he was there. Then I gave the 
message, ‘Mr. Barney Evans wants him 
to come right down to the Greenfield 
building.’ Evans said: ‘That is not what 
I want at all,’ and he took the telephone 
and was evidently speaking to Dr. Tay- 
lor himse!f. ‘He asked Dr. Taylor if he 
would not come down right off to the Ken- 
dall building, 200 yards from where the 
wounded. man lay. Dr. Taylor evidently 
could not come; he must have given some 
such reply. Evans then left the telephone 
and I went with him to the front door, 
put my hand on his shoulder and said: 
‘Barney, old man, are you in any trou- 
ble?” He replied that he was in great 
trouble and he sald come up in my room 
for a minute.’ I put him off, for I did 
not want to go up there, and told him I

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PLOTTER LOSES HIS HEAD 


Sensational Polifical Crisis is Sai 
To Exist in Korea. 


AIMED AT PRINCE IMPERIAL 


Attempt To Supplant Him with Son 
of Emperor’s Favorite Mistress. 
Plotter Is Beheaded. 


—— 


Tacoma, Wash... April 14-—A _  sensa- 
tional political crisis exists in Seoul, cap- 
ital of Korea. The news is brought to- 
night by the steamship Duke of Fife 
that the government has beheaded Kim 
Yang Chun for planning to make the son 
of the emperor's favorite mistress, Lady 
Om, heir to the throne, displacing the 
prince imperial, son of the murdered 
queen. 

The decapitated official was the leader 
of the Kim faction, which has been en- 
gaged for months in deadly rivalry with 
the Min. faction, led by Min . Kongsik, 
for the domination of Korean politics. 
The Min faction learned of the plot 
against the prince imperial and a street 
fight between the factions resulted. Af- 
ter Kim Yang Chun was beheaded that 
clique gathered in such force that Min 
Kongsik and his chief supporters were 
imprisoned, Min being ordered banished 
for fifteen years. Ku Won Chai, minis- 


ents of Kim Yang Chun, resigned and 
precipitated a cabinet crisis. Li Chi 
Yong, minister of the household, and 
Governor Yim Tak Yong, of Kyonike. 
were arrested for compfcity in the sam& 
plot. 

It was planned to take Lady Om and 
her’ son away from Seoul and await a 
favorable opportunity to place the latter 
On the throne. Late tidings received at 
Yokohama from Seoul state that the 
crisis continues.

The 
trouble is caused by the refusal of the 
master builders to agree to the working 
rules of the carpenters’ union. 
_St. Paul Minn., April 14—Trouble of 
a serious character is brewing among the 
building trades of St. Paul and a gen- 
eral strike is said to be imminent. The 
trouble came about throughs a demand 
made on the painters 2nd decorators by 
the masters’ association that they with- 
@raw from the building trades associa- 
tion. The building trades have _ resist- 
ed this demand.

CHINESE EMPEROR MUST 
RETURN TO HS CHPITAL 


aJpan Insists Kuang «Hsu Return 
and Send Soldiers. Into Man- 
churia—Conduct of ‘For- 
eign. Envoys Caus- 
ing Complaint. 


Pekin, April 14—Komeours Yutaro, the 
Japanese minister, accompanied by Gen- 
eral Yamaguchi, the Japanese command- 
er, recently called wpon Prince Ching 
and notified him that the return of Em- 
peror Kuang Héu was urgently desired. 
|'Prince Ching was infcrmed that the em- 
peror’s wishes would be respected ty the 
foreign troops, and that every courtesy 
vould be shown him, | 

It was pointed out to the Chinese pleni- 
potentiary that the emperor's return was 
of the highest possible importance as af- 
fecting the’ maintenance of the integrity 
of the Chinese empire, and that he shoutd 
ecme accompanied by every available sol- 
dier, by at -least-twenty thousand men if 
possible. 

The trcops, it wag further contended by 
the Japanese. minister, must be sent into 
Manchuria, as the Russians reported 
great disturbances there and it was not 
right that the task of quelling the trou- 
ble should be thrown upon one nation. 
Finally, Prince Ching was assured that 
if the 20,000 Chinese troops could not sup- 
press’ the disorders in Manchuria, other 
powers would send an international force 
to co-operate with China, which all the 
pewers regirded as a friendly power. 

Emperor Must Give Answer. 

No reply having been received to this 
communication, Li Hung Chang today 
was notified to the same effect and told 
that Emperor Kuang Hsu must give an 
immediate answer. 

The preparations which the Japanese 
are making here for an early start indil- 
cate that they still expect war between 
Russia and Japan. Vessels arriving at 
Teku from Nagasaki report the mobiliza- 


for the anticipated’ struggle. 

Prince Ching says all Ris reports g0 
to show that the missionary. statements 
regarding a reb2ilicn in Mongolia are 
not supported by the facts. Neither does 
he believe that the .rebellion of General 
Tung Hsiang amounts to much. 

“It is the object of certain elements,” 
he asserts, “to make it seem that China 
is in a cordition of constant broil, ren- 
dering it unsafe for the foreign troops 
to be withdrawn. Those who have this 
in view will magnify a village quarrel 
into a big rebellion. The missionaries, 
naturally timid, take these reports in 
good faith.’’ 

Foreign Envoys Criticised. 

The conduct of the ministers of the 
powers over the negotiations with the 
Chinese plenipotenticries causes much 
adverse comment among the military au- 
thorities. Their dilatory tactics have pre- 
vente what might have been accom- 
piishead two months ago. Even now the 
meetings of the ministers are postponed 
for: the most trivial causes. For instance, 
the desire of one minister to go on a pic- 
nic to the tombs of the Ming dynasty _pre- 
vented the holding of a meeting for a 
number of days. Then M. De Glers and 
other ministers insisted upon celebrating 
Easter and thus a week was consumed. 
In a third case an unnecessary visit by 
cne minister to Tien Tsin held up nego- 
tlations for four days. These are fuir 
Elustrations of what has been almost con- 
tinuous from the beginning. 

Memorial services will be held by order 
of the court in honor of the members of 
the tsung-li-yamen who were executed 
last summer because of their pro-foreign 
sentiments—Hsu Ching Chien, Li Shan 
and Hsu Yung Yi. The staff of the 
United States legation has been invited 
to attend. Hsu Ching Chien, who was a 
man of considerable wealth, held at vari- 
ous times the post of Russia, that of di- 
rector of the Russo-Chinese bank and 
that of pr2sident of thé Chinese Eastern 
railway.

LABOR UNIONS IN POLITICS. 


They Will Start Independent Party 
in New York. :

be a severe blow to labor. Those who 
conducted the agitation now say that the 
city officials who were supposed to be 
most friendly to labor, did not stand by 
the labor unions as they were expected 
to do and that their professions of friend- 
ship were not carried out in practice, 


SOUGHT MONEY BY BLACKMAIL

Washington, April 14.—Colonel James G. 
Berret, former mayor of Washington, and 


ofie 0° its best-known citizens, died hegre 
todav, aged eighty-six years. He Was a 
native of Baltimore and: had been twice 
a member of the Maryland legislature. 
and in 1858 was elected mayor of Wash- 
ington, D. C., as a democrat. Colonel 
Berret had the friendship and esteem of 
Many public men, both democrats and 
republicans. He was-chairman of the in- 
augural committee when President Cleve- 
land was inaugurated the second. time, 
and during both the Cleveland administra- 
tions was a welcome caller at the white 
house, 

On August 26, 1861, Colonel Berret, by 
order of Secretary Seward, was arrested 
as a southern sympathizer, the charge 
against him being that he had written 
“certain letters containing treasonable 
utterances against the United States gov- 
ernment.”” He was sent to Fort Lafayette 
in New York harbor, and held there for 
two weeks as a military prisoner. When 
President Lincoln heard of the arrest he 
ordered Colonel Berret’s discharge. _

New York, April 14.—George T. Buckley 
end P. J. Sweeny, employees of the Decla- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western railroad, 
who arrived in this city Saturday nighi, 
were found dead of gas asphyxiation at 
the.

ARE CLAIMED BY COUNTY 


Also Claimed That Former Ordinary 
Stone Owes Nearly $5,000 
Former Sheriffs Are Also 
Said To Be Short in

Marietta, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)~Yes- 
terday fi. fas. issued from the court of 
ordinary of Cobb county and amounting 
‘tc more than eight thousand dollars, prin- 
cipal and interest, “were levied on the 
property of Captain W. R. Montgoméry, 
the former clerk of the superior court and 
treasurer of this county. It is claimed 
that Captain Montgomery is due ‘tthe 
county that amount, the interest in such 
cases being 20 per cent per annum. 
‘The first official news of this indebted- 
ness was made public through the pre- 
sentments of the grand jury of this coun- 
ty, in which the report of an expert ace 
countant was embodied. 

Last year the grand jury recommended 
that expert aécountants ‘be appointed to 
examine. the books, papers and vouchera 
of all the county officers for the ten 
years preceding. In pursuance of this 
recommendation Judge George F. Gober 
appointed Mr. lL. A. Baker and Dr. B. lh 
McIntosh, of this county, as experts to 
make these investigations. The work was 
recentiy completed and their report made 
to the grand jury at the March term of 
the superior court. 

According to this report Captain Monte 
gomery was found to be due the county 
the sum of $5,878.42; Judge John M. Stone, 
former ordinary, due $4,645.74, and small’ 
amounts were also found to be due by the 
former, sheriffs as follows: A. A, Bish- 
op, $83.26; T. J. Davenport, $8.58, and P, O. 
McLain, $234.58, making a total of $10,300.58 
due the county by these various officéfs. 

Extracts From the Repoft.. 

The report sets out how and in what 
way each officer is indebted. Extracts of 
the report which shows these facts are 
as follows: , 

‘We have examined the books and a 
pers of John M. Stone, ordinary for the 
period aforesaid, and find that he has 
received for orders or warrants drawn om 
the treasurer and copies of the same at 
various times during said period the sum 
of three thousand, three hundred and six- 
ty-nine and 75-100 dollars, the interest on 
which from the dates of various pay- 
ments to him to January ist, 1901, amount 
to twelve hundred and seventy-five 
99-100 dollars, the total belng $4,646.74. 

“The said payments for such orders or 
warrants were approved by successive: 
grand juries as appears from vouchers on 
file in the office of the ordinary.” 

In reference to the county treasurer the 
report says: 

‘“‘We find upon examination of the treas- 
urer’s ‘books that he has charged c 
sions of one and one-fourth per cent on 
balances varried over from year to year 
amounting in the aggregate to $69,744.38. 
As he has already taken commissions 
upon all sums of money coming into his 
hands, his again taking such commis- 
sions upon balances carried over Was 
contrary to law. The commissions upon 
such balances, with interest to January 
Ist, 191, amount to $1,175.26. ; 

“We also find from the books of the 
treasurer and the minutes of court, that 
the treasurer has apparently paid to ju- 
rors and bailiffs within the last ten 
years the sum of $1.362 in exceas of 
he actually paid them. This amount, 
therefore, was wrongfully credited to the 
treasurer. ; 

“We also find the following amounts 
(itemizing them and aggregating with in- 
terest $3,585.76) have been ‘paid to the 
itreasurer, but were not entered upon hig 


ooks. 

“We further find that the treasurer has 
erroneously credited himself with {tems 
amounting to $102.91.’’ 

They also found that the treasurer is 
entitled ito credits amounting to $347.50. 

The amounts due by the former sheriffe 
are for summoning tales jurors, which 
they charged for at the same rate as for 
regularly drawn jurors and which - it 
seems they were not entitled to. 

Ordered To Collect. - 

The grand jury recommended that 
Judge John Awtrey émploy counse> and 
proceed to collect whatever money might 
be found due the county. He hé@i done 
this and fi. fas. have been issued him 
as ordinary against former Treasurer. W. 
R. Montgomery and his bondsmen for 
$8,200, interest and principal, interest Bé-" 
ing 20 per cent in such cases, 

Efforts have been made to’effect a set~ 
tlement which has not yet been reac 
and yesterday levies were made ‘on Cap- 
ittain Montgomery's property. Affidavits of 
illegality will be filed, and the merits of 
the case will be tried in the superior 
court. 

Captain W.. R. Montgomery is one of 
the most prominent citizens in the coufi- 
ty and is connected to the prominent fam- 
ilies of Mariette. He was clerk of the 
superior court and county «treasurer of 
this county for twenty years, and is one 
of the most pleasant and genial men in 
the county, numbering his friends by the 
hundreds.

Doctors Say They are Not Dangerous 
—Marshall’s Grandson About 
. Same Time Attempts Suicide — 
With a Razor—Cause, Do- 
- mestic Trouble.

Forsyth, Ga., April 14.—(Special).—Mr. 
T. L. Marshall, an aged and highly re- 
spected farmer, residing near Colliers, in 
this county, attempted suicide about 8 
o’clock this morning by shooting himself 
through the head with a 32 caliber pistol. 
No one was in the room beside Mr. Mar- 
shall at the time. His wife and grandson, 
who were in th eadjoining room, hast- 
ened to his side, and it was found that he 
had shot himself twice through the head, 
one of the balls entering about an inch 
ftom his left eye and striking the skull 
ranged Opward and came out about two 
finches above where the ball entered. The 
other shot caused only a flesh wound 
and was also directed at his brain. 

It was found that the would-be-suicide 
rad snapped tehe remaining three car- 
tridges in the pistol in his attempt at self- 
destruction, but for some reason they 
failed to fire. The wounds are not at all 
dangerous, but Mr. Marshall states that 
he will yet succeed in killing himself and 
intends doing so at the first opportunity 
afforded him. 

Immediately after Mr. Marshall's at- 
tempt at suicide his grandson, young 
Adolphus Allen, 18 years of age, secured 
a razor and also attempted to cut his 
own throat, but the weapon was taken 
from him before any harm was done. 

Domestic troubles are supposed to have 
been the cause of both parties’ attempt at 
self-destruction.

Negro Filed,* but Was Trailed. by 
Bloodhournds, Oaptured © and 
Shot to Death—Dying, the 
Murderer Implicated 
Another Negro. 


Hastings, Fla., April 14.—Julius Eskew, 
white, manager of the Armstrong turpen- 
tine camp néar here, was shot and killed 
by Jim Kerby, a negro, last night. Eskew 
had $150 on his person and the negro 
wanted the money. After Eskew was dead 
Kerby started toward the body for the 
purpose of robbing him, but was fright- 
ened away. He escaped into a swamp, 
where he was captured with the aid of 
bloodhounds. 

While Sheriff Perry was awaiting in the 
depot with the negro to take him to St. 
Augustine, unknown parties fired through 
a wifidow and put five bullets into Kerby's 
back. He thought he would die and made 
a confession, implicating Robert Lee, an- 
other negro. Bloodhounds are now after 
Lee, 

Eskew was well and favorably known 
in Florida, The crime has caused intense 
citement in St. Johns county and there 
may be a double lynching. 

Would-be Assassin Killed. 

Wallace, Idaho, April 14.—Jack Powell 
was shot and killed at Mullen last night 
by Deputy Sheriff Williams. Three 
men fired from ambush at Depu- 
ty. Sheriffs James Rose and Wil- 
liams about midnight,. wounding Rose 
twice in the right arm and once in the 
right thigh. Deputy Williams fired six 
or seven shots in the direction of the 
flashes and fatally woundéd Jack Powell. 
Powell was seen running away after the 
shooting and his body was not found un- 
til this morning. Martial law, which has 
been in force in Shoshone county since 
the Bunker Hill and Sullivan concentra- 
tor was blown up on April 29, 1899, was 
abolished last Thursday by rovernor 
Hunt. Threats had been made that with 
the‘ abolition of martial law all who 
served as officers under*it would be “‘done 
up,’’ and it is said these officers never 
went out alone after dark.

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SHEEP RAISING PROVES VERY PROFITABLE. 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE IN COFFEE COUNTY 
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By Pascal J. Moran. 

Douglas, Ga., April 13.—(Staff Corre- 
spoffdence)—Here in the center of the pine 
belt, the former home of sheep kings, and 
the prospective seat of great business en- 
terprises, one may obtain a clear view 
of what Is going on. 

“Douglas commands a fine constituen- 
cy,” said Mayor McDonald, “and feels 
able to hold her own against any contin- 
gency. When the public roads ran upon 
lines engineered by sheep prints, our peo- 
ple made money, and buried it either in 
the capacious stocking or in a secure 
chink of the house. With the change 
which has brought usinto competition with 
the outside world, many of our visitors 
have been surprised to find us buye1s in- 
stead of sellers, and when railroads are 
to be bullt, brick blocks erected, or mer- 
cantile companies to be established. there 
is always money enough forthcoming 
from home people to render the talk of 
foreign capital unnecessary. We stand in 
ro need of foreign capital, as both town 
and county are out of debt and our farm- 
ers have mcney to loan. When we con- 
cluded to establish a bank, a lot of the 
farmers who happened to be in town 
took up the stock. We have now loaned 
out on long time over $100,000, for which 
our farmers had no use at home. We 
are finding difficulty in securing places 
in which to invest for them. If I wanted 
to raise $100,000 for any good business 
purpose today. men whom you would not 
suspect of having a dollar to spare would 
crowd in with théir wallets and over- 
subscribe for the issue.”’ 

The Plethora of Money. 

There is no exaggeration whatever in 
saying that there is now a plethora of 
money in the pine country. These large 
counties through which no railroads ran 
had been accumulating for years. As there 


weré no banks the money was kept at 


home, and new that railroads and banks 


are both present the managers have dis- 


covered that they are dealing with in- 
vestors and not with borrowers. The 


other day in Moultrie I found that the 
banks there held oyer $100,000 belonging to 
surrounding farmers and that the borrow- 
ers were business men, and not of the 
farming class. 

A story told by Hon. Jesse FE. Mercer, 
now one of the business leaders of the 
magic city of Fitzgerald, is to the point. 
The citizens of Ocilla wanted to organ- 


ize a benk and called 2 meeting for the 
purpose. Among those who responded was 
Mrs. Kate Drew, who has a flock of sheep 
of her own, which she does not permit 
to become mixed up with those of her 
husband, Her presence was hard!y rel- 
ished by “the men folks,”” who did not 
see that a woman could take much inter- 
est in banking. This did not deter Mrs. 
Drew from asking questions. insisting 
upon safeguards in the charter and dis- 
cussing quite tartly the capabilities of 
proposed officers. Finally she subscribed 
for $1,000 in stock and counted the money 
out of her wallet upon the spot. Thus 
challenged by a woman, the men had to 
ante up and the bank started with a 
boom. 

Three weeks later Mrs. Drew drove "up 
again, and hitching her Texas pony toa 
nearby post, took a faded looking reticule 
from the seat of the buggy, carried it into 
the bank and demanded the instant at- 
tention of the cashier. 

“I want to make a deposit,”’ 
“and want interest on it.’’ 

‘Yes, madame,”’ replied the cashier, as 
he sat down to witness the emptying of 
the reticule, 


said she, 


There were/silver dollars of the stand- 
ard make, old trade dollars which would 
have enraged the late Mr. Bland, old 
issue greenbacks, gold and silver certifl- 
cates, new issue treasury notes, $5’s, $10’ 
and up_in gold. It was a confused jum- 
bit of all varieties of our money issve, 
but furnished a feast for the eye never- 
theless Three men were called into play, 
one of whom sorted out the silver, another 
the gold, while the third smoothed out the 
pap2r.. When finally counted and consol- 
idated, the deposit amounted to $21,000. 

“Ilhat's the kind of thing you stumble 
across,’ said Mr. Mercer. 
Fitzgerald we have had some experience 
of the same. kind. On the 12th of May, 
1900, we organized the Merchants and 
Planters’ Bank, upon the stock of which 
we declared a dividend of # per cent 
within cight months. Forty per cent is 
not bad, even in a good business sea- 
son. We are now organizing a second 
bank—the Bov.en Banking Company—in 
Fitzgera!d. Notice of a meeting for that 
purpose was given when farmers attend- 
ed from twenty-five miles around. These 
men came in and over-subscribed the 
stock themsclves, and emptied out the 
cash upon the table to pay for it. When 
the managers declared that they needed 
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but 60 per cent cf it, the countrymen were 
quite dissatisfied, as they did not want to 
take the 40 per Cent home. Finally it was 
suggested that the overplus could be left 
on deposit, presenting the unique spec- 
tacle of starting off a bank with a ready- 
made capital stock and deposit account. 
The point I wish to emphasize about all 
this,”” said Mr. Mercer, “is that we are 
talking about country people, the city peo- 
ple having the'r own end of business ce- 
velopment to hold up.’ 
More About Coffee, County. 

When Mayor McDonald discoursed upon 
the unexpected and hidden wealth of the 
people throughout his county, it was no 
isolated case, for those same evidences 
are to be found all over. As @ chance 
countryman whom we intercepted saia: 

“This is surely God's country. Any man 
can get land that wants to, put up a 
cabin in half a day and with a willing 
wife and a peck of meal can start off 
life as briskly as he needs to.’’ 

The king bee in business in Coffee corn- 
ty seems to be Mr. Benijah Peterson, 
the son of a sheep-holder whose tlocks 
ran up to 5,000. Benijah had a turn for 
general business as well as for the farm. 
He is today the owner of a flock of 2,000 
sheep, which he is constantly increasing; 
has one oat field of fifty acres present- 
ing a scene of verdant beauty, from which

he will gather forty bushels to the acre; 
runs a department estore which weuld 
rival Wanamaker’s proportionately; owns 
a hotel, runs a grist mill, corn mill, sugar 
cane mill, cotton gin and keeps a sharp 
eye on the boys generally. ‘There is 
nothing of the preoccupied and business- 
mad method about him. Quiet, uwnobtru- 
sive, ready to bestow the fullest attention 
upon strangers, he succeeds at the same 
time in keeping well ordered work mov- 
ing smoothly aiong. Two other extensive 
sheep growers are Elijah and J. Sewell 
Lott. whose flocks are stated at 2,000 each. 

“We are beginning to study out the 
manufacturing probiem,”’ said Mayor Mc- 
Donald. “We have a@ novelty works now 
under erection, which will give employ- 
ment to 100 people. We will move in a 
féw days for a cottun factory, and the 
extent of our sheep interests forces upon 
us the erection of a woolen mill. We 
have the money at home for all this, just 
as soon as the plans for each sufficiently 
develop. It is with a knowledge of these

A Commendable Step. 

We publish elsewhere announce-

laborer and the small wage earner as 
well.

Mr. Knox seemed to be so 
strongly tainted through- his long con- 
tact with the steel interests that the 
republicans thought it the best policy 
to say as little about him as possible. 
The rather remarkable coincidence of 
his selection for the position which is 
supposed to carry with it the duty of 
prosecuting infringement of the anti- 
trust laws at the same time that his 
law partner was being named as one 
of the directors in the greatest of all 
trusts, is something that the able or- 
gans consider better left undiscussed.

EDITORIAL-COMMENT. 


The talk of Texas being divided into 
five or six states is being revived by 
persons unfamiliar with the sentiments 
of the people of the Lone Star state. This 
talk is based on the fact that in the treaty 
of annexation the right to divide was re- 
served and it seems to be taken for 
granted that the people should jump at 
the chance of getting a larger represen- 
tation in the national congress and the 
other offices which would come w'th di- 
vision. ‘This is, however, a crave roistake. 
No public man in Texas weuld dare ad- 
vocate division, so strongly is public sen- 
timent against it. Texans are supremely 
proud of their state, and they should be. 
The Pittsburg Post has been indulging in 
some reflections concerning Texas. There 
is something attractive, says The Post, 
in measuring the state cf Texas with 
other states and sections of the un.un as 
well as European empires anc kingdoms. 
The Texans are proud of the immensity 
of their commonwealth ana hold to tre 
faith that in the future it will take New 
York’s place as the empire state of the 
union. Texas will not be divided. The 
old political reasons for such division no 
longer exist, although it would be a ccn- 
venience for the democrats to have twelve 
Texans in the United States senate rather 
than two. But the sentiment cf Teras 
is against division of the state even into 
two states. 

In its 265,000 square miles there is room 
enough in Texas for the creation of an 
empire. It has a capacity to produce all 
ithe «cotton now ‘raised in the United 
States, as well as a good portion cf the 
wheat and great crops of rice and sugar. 
It is increasing in population et a rapid 
rate and has a greater school fund than 
any other state. Very different from re- 
construction time, when «teneral Sheridan 
declared that if he had a farm in Texas 
and one in hell he would sell iis Texas 
farm and live in hell. 

California is the next largest state to 
Texas, but Texas exceeds it in area 107,000 
square miles. The state has a larger area 
than New York, New Jersey, Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Wisconsin, Massachusetts and 
Michigan in combination. One of Texas’ 
246 counties, El Paso, would hold the 
states of Connecticut, Rhode Island and 
Delaware. The growth of ‘Texas in pop- 
ulation in the past ten years was 3% per 
cent. It is the sixth state in population, 
the only states which stand ahead cf it in 
this particular being New Lurk, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois, Ohio and Missouri. As 
stated, Texans are’ already figuring on 
the day in the not remote future when 
their commonwealth will pass New York 
in inhabitants and be the empire state of 
the union ina double sense. 


The discussion of the probable indemni- 
ty to be demanded of China leads The 
Philadelphia Ledger to some reflections 
on the cost of war, The largest war in- 
demnity paid in modern times, says The 
Ledger, was that exacted from France by 
Germany, after the Franco-Prussian war. 
The two provinces of Alsace and Lorraine 
were ceded. In addition to his, nearly 
a billion dollars were paid to Germany. 
The original monetary indemnity claim of 
Germany was $200,000 more than the huge 
sum finally agreed upon. In nearly all 
previous wars territorial concessions have 
been exdcted from tht vanquished, At 
the close of the Russo-Turkish war (1877) 
four-fifths of the indemnity originally 
claimed by Russia, was released in consid- 
eration of territory ceded by Turkey. If 
China escapes finally from the present 
complications and negotiations without 
loss of territory, she will be more for- 
tunate than most nations hitherto’beaten 
in war have been. 

That victorious nations seeking indem- 
nification fromthe vanquished are prone 
to ask for more than they would be 
awarded by an impartial tribunal is illus- 
trated by our own experience in pursuing 
the claim against Great Britain for the 
damage inflicted by the Alabama durirg 
the civil war. Indirect damages, such 
as the transfer of American commerce 
to foreign bottoms, as the result cf the 
Alabama’s appearance on high seas, 
though the loss on this account to Ameri- 
can shipping interests was very real, were 
not allowed by the Geneva tribunal. 
Other items of indirect damage arising 
from the Alabama’s destructive exploits 
were likewise disallowed by the tribunal. 

An analysis of the colossal bills pre- 
sented by some of the powers agu nst 
China would probably disclose large 
items which would not be approved by a 
tribunal like that held at Geneva to pass 
on the Alabama claims, or that which 
could now be assembled at The Hague. 
In any event, the indemnities will be a 
charge on the revenues of China for many 
years. The rapidity with which France 
discharged her enormous indemnity obli- 
gation to Germany was an astonishing 
revelation to the thrift of the French 
people... China, according to the computa- 
tions of the foreign ministers, by dou- 
bling certain taxes, could pay ‘he in- 
demnities in twenty years. More réepid 
liquidation of this debt appears to be im- 
possible. 


An illustrated weekly has a cartoon 
picturing Emperor William as needlessly 
stirring up the sleeping dogs capable of 
giving him grave and serious trouble. His 
wonstant talkativeness is, however, in 
the opinion of The Boston Transcript, 
part and parcél of a well defined policy. 
The emperor, explains this writer, wishes 
to have his people consider him the first 
man in the state, the originator, who 
not only rules, but suggests; whose words 
are not only to be Hstened to, but heed- 
ed. His constant activity seems strange 
and startling to us, but the German con- 
ception of government is of an organiza- 
tion that is governing everywhere «nd 
all the time.’ On the whole, the emperor 
probably shapes his course with a clearer 
understanding of his people than his crit- 
ics possess. He is a man so intense that 
doubtless his individuality reacts on him- 
self. He is a man of omniverous reading; 
given to omniverous questioning. In the 
course of three minutes he will ask three 
men questions that will supply him with 
information and tax all their resources. 

Nor is the emperor the boor so many 
caricaturists portray. On the contrary; 
he is, or cay be, a socially agreeable man, 
of cordial. cultivated manners. His phys- 
ical condition must stimulate his activity 
to nervous excess at times, for it is an 
open medical secret in Burope that t 
trying ailment from which he suffers, 
chronic inflammation of the middle ear, 
is aggravated by the scrofulous temiency 
he inherits. A’ man s0 afflicted, if he 
be of superior mental powers, often seeks 
forgetfulness of pain in great activity, 
and is constantly under temptation to 
indulge in the relief to excess even on the 
slightest recurrence of the malady after 
an interval of truce.

TAXING SYSTEMS CONFLICT, 


Call For Meeting States That Pres- 
ent State of Affairs Borders 
. on Chaos. 


Chicago, April 14.—The governors of the 


various states are beginning to announce 


their appointments of delegates to attend 
the conference on taxation called to meet 
at Buffalo, N. Y., May 2d and Mth, 191, 
by the national civic federation. At the 
headquarters in Chicago notice of the ap- 


| pointment of delegates has been received 


from Governor Dockery, of Missouri; Gov- 
ernor Hill, of Maine; Governor Longino, 
of Mississippi, and Governor Toole, of 
Montana. 

The cal for the conference is signed by 
leading economists, tax experts and public 
men, representing all portions of the 
country and all interests: The letter cf 


invitation says: 

“For many decades, the states have 
been building up independent systems of 
taxation without reference to each other, 
until now we have a state of affairs bor- 
dering on chaos, where each state is 
practically fighting nearly every other 
state. Some property is taxed three or 
four times, while other property is not 
taxed at all. Corporate activity has large- 
ly changed the character of individual 
investments. Industry has overstepped 
the boundaries of any one state and com- 
mercial] interests are no longer confined 
to mere local limits. This conference will 
be the first attempt in this country to 
work out some uniform principles. It is 
not expected to settle any of the prob- 
lems in the two days’ discussion, but it 
will be a beginning and may result in the 
appointment of a permanent commission 
to work out some basis for future action.

Where Will the Widows Be? 

Just here the question arises as to where 
the indigent widows—the new class for 
which the last lqgislature appropriated 
$100,000— will cdme in. 

If the public property fund is not used 
to pay the teachers, and tha whole §$200,- 
000 borrowe% by the governor is employed 
for that purpose, there will be nothing 
left with which to pay that $100,000 to the 
widows. 

There is one possible avenue of escape 
fiom this predicgment. In the event the 
list of widows entitied to pensiong under 
the new act exceeds 1,666, which would 
require more than the $100,000, as they 
must be paid $00 each, the governor could 
cecide not tg pay them this year, but to 


_~ wait another year until the legislature 


had made ample provision for them. This 
has been done in previous instances ot 
the same kind. 

But it is said now that the list of suc- 
cessful applicents for pensions under the 
new law is not likely to contain more 
than 1,000 or 2,000 names; at any rate, the 
number will come within the limit. 
While many application blanks were 
called for. the number of applicants for 
‘this class of pensions up to the present 
time has not amounted to more than 
2,000. It is that nearly half of 
these will rot be entitled to pensions un- 
fer the requirements of the iaw, Under 
these circtrmstances it will behoove the 
governor to find some means for making 
payments. Thus it will be seen that an- 
other interesting predicament growing 
out of the state treasurer's refusal to 
‘kite’ with the public property fund will 
confront the officials. 

Talked of All Over the State. 

No situation involving the state and its 
finances has caused more talk all over 
Georgia in the last two decades than has 
thig status of the treasury, the first 
statement in regard to which appeared 
in The Constitution. This has deen first 
because it directly interested the thou- 
sands of echool teachers all over the 
state; because it involves the new class 
of widows’ pensicns, and finally, because 
it concerns every citizen and property 
owner who is liable to be affected to some 
extent because of the necessity sooner or 
later of rehabilitating the treasury to 
the extent of nearly half a million dol- 
lars, unless the lawmakers can find some 
plan by which to solve the problém with- 
out increasing taxation. It may be they 
vill be able to do this. 

A variety of opinions, of course, has 
been @xpressed with regard to the mat- 
ter. There ire those who approve th 
stand taken by Tre isurer Park. There are 
others who say with the authority of law 
that he has on the subject they would 
have continued to use the public property 
fund for ‘‘kiting’’ purposes. 

State Treasurer Park says he has re- 
ceived a number of letters from school 
teachers approving the stand he has 
taken. One of them stated the teachers 
did not want to be put in the attitude of 
paupers, the state being required to bor- 
row money, even from itself, in order ot 
pay them. 

It is probable that the matter will take 
some definite shape by the latter part of 
this week or the first of next.

Percy Martin Arrested by His Macon 
Employers. 


ACCOUNTS SAID TO BE SHORT. 


Young Mertin is an Atlanta Boy and 
Made His Run on the Central 
Railroad. 


Upon the tunique charge of being “short 
in his box,’ Percy. Martin, a railway 


news butcher, was arrested yesterday 
morning by Patrolman Harper at the 


union depot. 

The news butcher is wanted in Macon 
by the Parker Railway News Compa- 
ny, and the company alleges that the 
youth has failed to accopnt for goods al- 
lowed him for sale on the-train to which 
he was assigned. 

Martin denies that he is “short in his 
box,”” and states that he was working 
for a very exacting and unjust company, 
which is now seeking to blackmail him 
out of $50. An officer from Macon reached 
the city last night with a bench warrant 
and carried young Martin back with him. 

Officer Harper knows nothing of the 
merits of the case. He was informed 
that Martin was wanted by the Macon 
authorites, and he, accordingly, arrested 
the youth and locked him up at police 
barracks until .the chief of police in At- 
lanta can communicate with the chief 
of police in Macon. 

Martin is an Atlanta boy, having lived 
here all his life. 
brothers in the city, all well-to-do and 
respectable people. He has never been 
in any trouble of the kind beforg@ al- 
though he has been running as a news 
butcher on railroad trains for over four 
years. 

From what the prisoner says, news 
butchers do not have a pleasant or profit- 
able time on the trains, despite the fact 
that they always appear to be cheerful 
and sell candy, fruit and books at prices 
greatly in advance of “‘stationery’’ goods. 

To a reporter of The Constitution Mar- 
tin made the following statement iast 
night: 

‘T have been working for the Parker 
company, of Macon, for about two 
months. The company does not do bus- 
iness like the other news companies. It 
gives us out so many bananas, apples and 
oranges, for instance, and instead of giv- 
ing us credit for what spoils on our 
hands—it charges up everything—and then 
if the apples and bananas rot, we are 
said to be short in our boxes. The com- 
pany has a way of hiring green country 
boys, and I believe they claim that four 
or five of them are now short in their 
boxes. I have been on the run between 
Atlanta and Savannah, on the Central, 
and for two months no checking up was 
done. I understand that the company 
claims to have checked up my box since 
I left Macon. I not only had fruit to 
spoil on my hands, but I also had some 
of the goods stolen. I have done noth- 
ing dishonest, and I don’t believe I can 
be harmed.”

HE RAN T0 MEBT HIS DEATH 


Will Clayton Killed in a Peculiar 
Accident, 


BACKED 


CAR ON HIM. 


As He Ran After Car He Fell Into 
A Trestle and Was Crushed 
To Death. 


By a very unusual accident Will Clay- 
ton, a negro brickmaker, was ground to 
death under the wheels of a trolley car 
on the Rapid Transit river line Saturday 
night about 8 o'clock. 

Clayton flagged the car at the Holly- 
wood cemetery station, but the motor- 
man did not notice him in time to stop 
at the right place. Seeing ithe car was 
passing the station, the negro ran down 
the track after it. In the meantime the 
motorman had stopped the car, reversed 
the current and was backing toward the 
station. Clayton ran into a small trestle 
and stumbled and fell between the tim- 
bers just as the car backed on him. 

The negro’s mangled body was taken 
out from under the trestle, it having 
fallen between the timbers after he was 
killed. : : 

When the car struck the man his body 
must have been caught in the trestle and 
the car dragged him back and literally 
tore him into pieces. 

Coroner Stamps was notified and had 
the ‘body removed. The inquest was held 
yesterday morning. 

The verdict of the jury was that death 
was due to an accident for which the mo- 
torman and conductor were blameless. 
The fact that the car was backing and 
that the negro should have remained at 
the station exonerated the street car men, 
so the coroner’s jury tkought. 

Clayton was a hard-working negro and 
was employed at the Collings brick yards 
on the river line. He lived at Brown- 
town, a small village not far from the 
brick yard, *

TAX FRANCHISE 


Council Will Have Matter Up 
for Consideration, 


COMMITTEE FAVORS PLAN 


Reed Ordinance to Be Acted Upon 
Today—Ex-Chief Manly May 
| Get Salary of $1,200 As 
Special Officer in the 
Recorder’s Court. 


Debate, long and sharp, is expected to 
mark the session of council this after- 
noon. There are several matters at Jeast 
that will come up which are expected to 
provoke discussion. It is more than prob- 
able that the session for that reason will 
we a lengthy one. 

Probably the most important matter 
y which will be taken up today will be the 
joint report of the tax and ordinance 


committees, which will recommend that 
definite steps be taken toward securing 
the necessary legislation to provide for 
the taxation of corporate franchises. 

The two committees -had this matter 
under consideration laSt Friday and af- 
ter discussion finally decided upon the 
report which will be made to council this 
afternoon. The resolution seeking the 
charter amendments Which will give the 
city the right to tax franchises was pre- 
pared by the city attorney. 

The resolution is as follows: 

‘Resolution by Tax Committee—Be it 

resolved by the mayor and general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta that the com- 
mittee on ordinances and legislation be 
requested to procure legislation as fol- 
lows at the approaching session of the 
general assembly of the state of Geor- 
gia: 
‘1. An amendment to the charter of 
the city of Atlanta striking therefrom 
the limitation o1 $200 on the power of the 
city to tax or charge for the registration 
of ogcupations and trades in said city. 

“2. The repeal of that portion of the 
act of 1890 providing for the assessment 
and collection of taxes of railroads due 
municipalities to be made by and through 
the office of the comptroller general of 
the state of Georgia, and providing for 
the assessment and collection of such 
taxés by municipalities as other taxes 
are assessed and collected. 

‘3. The passage of an act specifically 
declaring and defining tue franchises held 
by corporations as property, and provid- 
ing for the assessment and collection of 
taxes thereon.’’ 

Reed Ordinance Up. 

A favorable report will also be made 
upon the Reed ordinance, which seeks 
to bring the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company under the ‘general ordinance 
as soon as that company shall have ap- 
plied for and received any additional 
grdnts. When. the Pewer company can 
be made to pay a percentage of its gross 
receipts to the city,.then the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company must do like- 
wise. 

Another matter that will come up for 
consideration will be the report and fa- 
vorable recommendation of the _§ street 
railway committee in regard to the pe- 
titions of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company for the privilege to put down 
another track on Capitol avenue, be- 
tween Woodward avenue and Bass street. 
for the purpose of completing a double 
track system, and also for privilege to 
put in several switches on Ormond 
street. 

Property owners on Capitol avenue pe- 
titioned the committee in the interest of 
the double track system, as they wished 
a better schedule, and believed there 
was no way in which to get one unless 
another track be put on that street be- 
tween the points named. It was largely 
upon the showing of the citizens that 
the committee decided to make this rec- 
ommendation, as it was believed such 
changes would be solely in the interest 
of the public. 

The same was considered true of the 
switches on Ormond street. Representa- 
tives of the Power company stated be- 
fore the committee that they were will- 
ing to put down another track on Capi- 
tol avenue and urged, if permission to 
lay the tracks was granted the company. 
that it be attended to at once, as rails 
would have to be ordered before the -work 
of asphalting the street was begun. 
The repaving of the street is expected 
t@ begin in a short time. 

oth of these grants, if made, will be 
with the understanding that the Power 
company is exempt from the general 
ordinance of August, 1899. It is expected 
that opposition to the granting of these 
applications will develo during the meet- 
ing, and if so. a livaly débate is antici- 
pated. 


May Raise Ex-Chief’s Pay. 


It is highly probable-that council will 
pass the ordinance providing that the 
salary of the special officer in the re- 
corder’s court shall be $100 per month 
instead of $50. The matter came up at 
the last meeting fof council and was 
held up for two weeks on the notice 
given by Councilman Kontz that he 
would this afternoon move a reconsidera- 
tion of the action of council in passing 
the ordinance. 

Ex-Chief of Police Manly is to have the 
special officer’s position. The ordinance 
providing for the increase in salary was 
introduced by Councilman Minhinnett ana 
Aldermah Johnson at the request of the 
police board. 

The board wished to accord the former 
chief some substantia! recognition of his 
services on the force for the past quar- 
ter of a century, but the commissioners 
did not have a fund from which to pay 
the increase in the salary. 

A majority of the members of council 
agreed that the pay of, the’ ex-chief 
should be made $1,200 a year, and it is 
probable that all opposition will be with- 
drawn this afternoon. There are a num- 
ber of other minor matters that will 
ceme up to be decided today.

‘We will take out a writ of lunacy for 
her tomorrow,’ Mr. Thompson stated, 
“and have her confined in the asylum 
until her mind is restored.”’

The family did not wish Mrs. Miller 
disturbed last night and she was allowed 
to remain at the home of her mother, 
but she will be watched and guarded 
until shé can be taken before the ordi- 
nary on the lunacy writ. 

The cases against the young men will 
be tried by the recorder this afternoon 
and Mrs. Miller is expected to appear 
as a witness. Just how these cases will 
be affected by the writ of lunacy and 
whether or not Mrs, Miller will be per- 
mitted to testify in the recorder’s court 
is a matter which the officers cannot 
foretell. 

The affair is in a peculiar shape abd 
the sequel will probably be as remarka- 
ble as was the Sunday afternoon row 
on Irwin street.

One of the most important matters com- 
ing up before the supreme court of Geor- 
gia when that tribunal meets this morn- 
ing to take up the criminal docket will 
be the motion for new trial in the case 
of Frici] Griffin, colored, convicted on 
the charge of murder, in Glynn superior 
court, 

Griffin shot and killed Conductor R. M. 
‘Lattimer, of the Southern railway, near 
Brunswick, in October last, was tried in 
Glynn supefior court before Judge Ben- 


cuted on January 1lith. 

In the meantime Bolling Whitfield, iead- 
ing counsel for Griffin, filed a motion 
for a new trial, which Judge Bennett 
overruled, and the attorneys for Griffin 
brought the case to the supreme court on 
that issue, which will be argued today. 

Lattimer was a very popular young 
man, and there was some fear in Bruns- 
wick at the time of the crime that Griffin 
would be lynched, A tynching would in 
all likelihood have resulted but for the 
fact that Griffin evaded the officers for 
several weeks after the commission of 
the crime, and when captured, public 
sentiment, to some extent, had cooled 
down and better judgment prevailed. 

If the supreme court denies this mo- 
tion the last hope for Griffin wil] have 
been lost and he will surely hang.

Dr. Bridewell Preached Strong Ser- 


mon on ths Crucifixion. 

At the morning service Dr. Bridewell 
selected as the text for his discourse the 
close of the thirty-fifth verse, twenty- 
seventh chapter of Matthew: “And they 
crucified Him.”’ 

“Buch is the brief record,” he said, ‘‘of 
the most stupendous crime ever com- 
mitted in the history of mankind. The 
bigots and fanatics now have their own 
way with the Holy One and the just. The 
power of Rome had conspired with these 
people to accomplish this end. Now was 
their hour and the power of darkneas. 
Thé world’s sin has culminated in the re- 
jection of the world’s Redeemer, and yet 
all His pains and sufferings were fore- 
told by inspired writers and by the Son 
of Man himself. ‘ Although related by 
evangelists with that grandeur and sim- 
plicity which is characteristic atways of 
Sacred writings, it is beyond all com- 
parisons the most remarkable event that 
ever occurred on this earth of ours. . He 
was the Son of God. He gave Himself to 
die. But-that tremenddus sacrifice must 
have implied tremendous necessities. It 
‘must mean that the accumulated guilt 
and sin of the world was a burden that 
noné could bear, a curse that none could 
take away but Jehovah himself. But that 
sacrifice sets before us a love beautiful 
above all beauty, holy above all holiness 
and_tender, compassionate. intense above 
all that our selfish hearts can conceive. 

“This ignominious death on the cross, 
more dishonorable than that by the 
hangman's noose oi'the present day, was 
for our salvation and the glory of His 
precious love has shed an aureole of 
blessed light upon the cross.

“Lessons From the Life of Paul.” 
Text Phil. ili, 7, 8. 

Sermon preached by Rev. T. M. Mc- 
Connell, D.D., pastor First Presbyterian 
church of Greenville, 8. C. 

Dr. McConnell said: 

Patil stands pre-eminent as the grandest 
man who ever trod upon earth’s soil or 
found a grave beneath its surface, and 
yet of his early iife we have only a 
few fragments preserved. From these we 
learn that he was of the tribe of Benja- 
min and perhaps a lineal descendant of 
Israel's first king, whose name he bore, 
so that royal blood perchance coursed 
through his veins, He was born in ‘“‘Tar- 
sus, a city of Cilicia,”’ in matters of ed- 
ucation and learning the rival of Athens 
and Alexandria, the. seats of the great 
universities of that day. In the provi- 
dence of God he thus enjoyed the most 
favorable opportunities for acquiring a 
liberal education. His parents were ‘zeal- 
ous Jews and carefully taught him the 
rudimentary truths of their re‘igion, but 
not content with that they ‘afterwards 
sent him to Jerusalem, where he studied 
theology in the school of the eminent 
Gamaliel. He was thus thoroughly edu- 
cated both in science and theology, and 
so was well qualified for the important 
position he was afterwards called to oc- 
cupy in the church, Tradition represents 
him as having a frail physique and in- 
firm health, and the few glimpses into 
his private life given us by Luke, his com- 
panion and physician, seem to confirm the 
correctness of the opinion; and .it may 
have been on account of his delicate con- 
stitution and low stature that he received 
from the haughty Romans the nickname 
of “Paul the little man.’’ But though 
physically small and delicate, he was an 
intellectual giant, as his writings un- 
mistakably prove. His speech before 
Agrippi and his matchless argument on 
Mars Hill have long challenged the ad- 
miration of thoughtful men and clearly 
prove that his tongue could utter words 
of burning eloquence, as well as of sound 
logic, while his epistles are filled with the 
sublimest truths and profoundest thoughts 
to be found in the writings of any au- 
thor. By dint of personal effort he 
pushes his way from one position of 
prominence to another until at the early 
age of thirty he becomes a member of 
the supreme court of the Jewish nation. 
Standing thus upon the very pinnacle of 
worldly prosperity, of noble birth and un- 
blemished character, honored by his coun- 
trymen and flattered by his friends, he 
is first introduced to the world amid the 
dark and forbidding scenes that charac- 
terize the murder of the sainted Stephen. 
The memory of that tranquil death awak- 
ened conscience from her slumbers and 
to drown her accusing voice he goes forth, 
like some wild beast maddened by the 
sight of blood; to seek other victims. Not 
content with apprehending and destroying 
the Christians of Jerusalem, he volun- 
tarily undertakes the iong, toilsome jour- 
ney of 140 miles te, Damascus in order 
that he may arrest certain refugees who 
have there found an asylum. It was upon 
this memorable journey that the whoie 
character of his Hfe was changed, and 
the proud persecutor was transformed by 
divine grace inte the very prince of 
preachers. Henceforth, like a brilliant 
meteor, he flashes from continent to con- 
tinent and from country to country, pro- 
claiming the very gospel he had formerly 
despised. Wherever he went he organized 
churches and gathered in rich tronhies 
of redeeming grace. He wrote more than 
half of all the books of the New Testa- 
ment and today the glorious truths re- 
corded by his pen are echoed from 10,000 
pulpits, so that although he has been long 
dead he is still speaking, and will con- 
tinue to do so down to the very last mo- 
ment of time. ‘In studying the character 
of this remakable man the elements that 
seem to stand as the very foundation of 
the whole superstructure are indomitable 
energy and tireless activity. His life 
gives evidence of the fact that even as 
a school boy he was energetic and ambi- 
tious, while his position in the supreme 
court of his nation at the earliest possi- 
ble moment after he became eligible to 
the office shows most conclusively that 
he possessed these important traits of 
character in a marked degree. He was 
one of those positive characters, whose 
whole soul was thrown into whatever he 
undertook. He had a sublime conception 
of duty and of the solemn significance 
of life. He felt that it is not an idle 
dream, but a solemn reality in which 
stupendous issues were involved. He felt 
that man is not a mere butterfly to dance 
for a moment in the sunlight and then 
to pags away forever, but that he is pos- 
sessed of an immortal nature before 
which are opened up the sublimest pos- 
sibilities. Before his conversion to Chris- 
tianity his earnest energy and positive 
conviction manifested themselves in the 
persecution of the church, while after 
that event he entered upon the service of 
his new Master with all the intense ardor 
and quenchless 2e8) of his active nature 
Others were interested in making known 
the glad tidings of salvation to their fel- 
low men, but “in labors he was more 
abundant,” afid in consequence he left 
perhaps a broader and deeper impress 
upon the history and destiny of the 
church than all his co-laborers combined. 
Whatever the avocation in life success is 
well nigh impossible without these char- 
acteristics of Paul, but given well direct- 
ed energy and éarnest effort and they will 
go forth to correct grave defects and sup- 
plement manifold deficiencies. The life 
of Napoleon, that ‘‘man of destiny” who 
lit the flame of his undying glory amid 
the blood and carnage of a thousand bat- 
tlefields, sufficiently attests the invincible 
power of the human will. Pluck and 
push will win the day against the most 
formidable obstacles, whereas lazy list- 
lessness will fail in the midst of the 
most favorable surroundings. The. kite 
rises agdinst the wind—ine palm tree 
bears its best fruit when loaded with 
heavy weights. “Night brings out the 
stars,’ storms toughen the fiber of the 
oak. It is not the man who sits quietly 
down with folded han who wins the 
honors and uistinctions of Hfe, but he 
who with manly prowess and determined 
will goes boldly forward in spite of ob- 
stacle and opposition. The curse tnat 
fell upon Adam and withered the bloom 
of Eden still throws its sombre shadows 
over the human race. Earth is one great 
battlefield where conflicting interests.are 
perpetually clashing and life one con- 
stant warfare, so that he who would win 
the victor’s crown must dare a hero's 
fight. For as “there is no royal road to 
learning’ so there is no flower strewn 
pathway in any avocation of life. The 
old Latin proverb, “Per aspera ad aste- 
ra,”" “through difficulties to distinc- 
tions,” is as true now as in days gone 
by. Léife’s best blessings lic along rough 
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he brightest suns that have ever burned 
in the literary galaxy have emerged from 
be a horizon begloomed with dark 
clouds of difficulty and care. .The most 
gifted ” intel t have ever graced 
the world’s history have gained by in- 
domitable energy and determined effort 
that lofty eminence where they could 
look out upon unexplored fields and gaze 
upon scenes before unscanned by mortal 
eye. It may be ours to copy their ex- 


{| @mple and follow in theif ‘footsteps. The 


same right which they possessed is ours 
and the same broad world lies stretched 
out before us inviting our earnest efforts. 

‘The field is the world,”’ and every gen- 
eration and every individual has a right 
to go fofth and labor in it: and today 
there are spots in the broad range of 
science to which the powers of man 
have not yet dared to wander, where 
flowers brighter than any that have ever 
yet been culled by mortal hand still 
bloom, and where gems lie concealed that 
sparkle with a purer luster than any that 
today glitter in the rich shadows of 
thought. 

These flowers may be gathered and 
woven into a garland of surpassing ‘heau- 
ty; these jewels of truth may be collected 
and set in a rich coronet with which to 
crown the glory of the twentieth cen- 
tury. But if we would make worthy at- 
tainments we must fix high our stand- 
ard. Our aim and our Purposes must be 
exalted, for he who is content to labor as 
& menial slave will never attain to king- 
ly power. 

Another element that stands out con- 
spicuous in the character of Saul of Tar- 
sus is dauntless courage, and seldom 
has the world witnessed such exhibitions 
of courage as we find displayed in the 
life of this illustrious hero. See him as 
he sits there in Damascus during thore 
three long, lonely days, wrapped in mid- 
night darkness. Cut off from all the 
world, having neither communion with 
Christians, nor sympathy from Jews, he 
gives himself up to earnest thought. With 
‘bitter regret memory wanders back over 
the scenes of the past, while imagination 
tries to forecast the future. He thinks 
not only of what he has done, but of 
what he must now give up. On the one 
hand are grouped his ambition, his rank, 
his wealth, his worldly honor and his 
former friends; on the other stand diffi- 
culty, danger and death: but with them, 
and shedding its heavenly luster over 
them, is the glorious vision of the risen 
Redeemer. For three long days he is 
given wp to an intense inward conflict, but 
at- the end of that itime his decision Ff} 
firm and unalterable. He has ‘counted 
the cost” and deliberately made his 
choice. “Esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than all the treas- 
ures of tht world,” and “choosing ra'ther 
to suffer affliction with the people of 
God than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for 
& seqgson,”” he henceforth ‘‘determines to 
know nothing but Christ and Him cruci- 
fied.””, The pages of human history fail 
to show a sublimer exhibition of moral 
courage than that displayed by Paul upon 
this occasion. To become a Christian he 
must give up all that his heart had hith- 
erto counted dear. He must surrender his 
place of authority and influence in the 
Sanhedrim. He must forfeit his position 
as the idol of his nation and become in- 
stead a target for their bitter satires and 
cruel sarcasm. He must suloject him- 
self to the taunts, and scoffs, and sneers 
of his former friends. He must be ostra- 
ciseq from the circles of culture and so- 
cial prominence in which he had formerly 
moved and henceforth become identified 
with a despised sect, led by unlettered 
fishermen, and with a cause which was 
not only scorned and rid(-uled, but against 
which was arrayed all the learning, and 
wealth, and power of the world. Nay, 
more than this, he must expose himself 
to persecution from those who become 
more and more enraged by every fresh 
victory achieved by the gospel. And he 
knew full well what persecution meant. 
He was familiar with the ghastly forms 
of murdered men ahd ‘the wild wails of 
widowed women, and yet'in the face of 
all this, with unflinching nerve and un- 
swerving purpose he deliberately es- 
pouses the cause of the despised Naza- 
rene and goes boldly forward along the 
path of duty. From that day on no dif- 
ficulty deterred, no danger swerved him 
from ‘his purpose. As if impatient to 
counteract the evil influences he had ex- 
erted he returns to Jerusalem at the ear- 
liest possible moment, and amid the very 
surroundings where he had formerly 
spoken with withering scorn of the cruci- 
fied Christ and perhaps in the presence 
of the same audience, he boldly maintains 
the truth which he had then resisted and 
speaks with such burning eloquence and 
resistless logic that his auditors are over- 
whelmed with astonishment, 

Driven from: Jerusalem by persecution, 
he revisits his old home at Tarsus, and 
thence goes to Antioch, where he and 
Barnabas, his boyhood companion and 
former schoolmate, are sent forth as 
the first foreign missionaries. Without 
a moment's hesitation he undertakes the 
arduous work. Severing all the tender 
ties that bind him to home and friends, 
he goes forth to preach the gospel among 
the untutored heathen, undeterred by dif- 
ficulty, unappalled by danger, as the 
scenes at Lystra and Philippi and Ephe- 
sus most clearly prove. See him, as 
solitary and alone, he enters historic 
Athens, and standing there amid the 
magnificent displays of culture, and the 
costly symbols of idolatry, boldly attacks 
the cherished customs of the haughty 
Greeks. See him as he stands there 
on the Areapagus, where, according to 
tradition, Mars was once tried by the 
gods, where Socrates had been condemn- 
ed to death, where Orestes had been tried 
for a crime which has been embalmed in 
tragic poetry, where the most august 
court of the world held its sessions, 
where the most eloquent orators of an- 
tiquity had declaimed and the most sol- 
emn questions of religion had been Jis- 
cussed. See the little Jew. still bearing 
the marks of his sufferings at Philippi, 
as he thus stands in the presence of the 
most prominent men of historic Greece. 
and boldly unfurls the blood-bathed ban- 
ner of the Cross, amid the costly dec- 
orations of art and the memorial shrines 
of long cherished idolatry, and tell me 
whether a sublimer act of moral courage 
can apywhere be found in the annals of 
the worid. See him as, with flint-like 
firmness, he pushes his way onward to 
Jerusalem, despite the warnings of proph- 
ets and the expostulations of friends, 
undeterred by danger, unappalled by 
threatened death. See him, as he stands 
cool and self-possessed, on that ship- 
wrecked -vessel in the Mediterranean. 
amid the wild walilings of the storm, 
the sobbing surges of the sea and the 
angry clamors of the mutinous mariners, 
and with calm, quiet» ty. controls 
both commander and crew. Aye, see 
him as he goes forth from the gloomy 
prison, and with firm, unfaltering foot- 
step. approaches the place of execution. 
With his éyes resting upon the gory 
block and gleaming ax. hear him, as 
with triump voice he exclaims, ‘'l 
am now ready to be offered, and the 
time of my departure is at hand. Il 
have fought a good fight. I have fin- 
ished my course; I have kept the faith. 
Henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which the Lord,, 
the Righteous Judge. will sive to me at 
that day.” Surely no name is more

_ Notwithstanding the disagreeable cay 
a large congregation attended the morn- 
ing service yesterday at the First Meth- 
odist church. Rev. C. -W. Byrd preached 
a forceful sermon from’*I Corinthians 
fi, 7, 14, 15. F 

In the course of the remarks he sald: 

“Corinth was Paul’s most difficult mis- 
sion field. It was the most corrupt city 


éf the most corrupt country of the most 
corrupt age. Corinth was the center of 
echolasticism. Its philosophic speculations 
demanded proof of everything, through 
the senses of sight, of hearing and of 
touch. The church of Corinth was in a 
measure influenced by the surroundings 
The evils. against which Paul contended 
in the Corinthian church were the same 
as beset the Christian church in progres- 
sive America today. Accumulated wealth, 
growth of materialism, the tendency fo 
test every thing by the three senses, 
these are the ominous symptoms of the 
American church. They lead us to doubt 
that there is a God in heaven or a soul 
in man, 

“Renan declared that he had searched 
the heavens with his telescope and found 
no God. The spirit of the age is to esti- 
mate men by the money they accumu- 
late. God's great purpose is not that 
men shall make mcney, but that money 
should make men. The thing to be meas- 
ured and weighed is manhood. We see 
men reared in the simplicity of a country 
home come to the city and dedicate them- 
selves absolutely to the getting of wealth, 
and learn to estimete other men entirely 
by the number of dollars they have hoard- 
ed away. 

‘Men have no apprehension of virtue 
per ge. Virtue is the Christian concep- 
tion. It was spiritual blindness in Co- 
rinth and spiritual blindness in America, 
that shuts out Ged. ‘The best things in 
the world are the invisible. They are 
beyond and above the reach of the phys- 
ical senses. Without honesty our ccm- 
mercial system wcvid crumble; without 
love our nomes would perish; and yet 
who doubts the existence of honesty and 
leve, and who has apprehended these 
gicrious gifts of God with ear or eye or 
hand? Trvly Paul hath said that ‘Eye 
hath not seen nor ear heard.’ A mother’s 
love excels anything which greed may 
lay it shands on.”

If 
Greeks would ridicule let them. There 
was an unhindered audacity about his 
method, an i.nblushing effrontery in his 
fearless proclamation of Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified. Consider wherein lay the 
scandal of the cro&’s ‘and with what its 
apostles had to contend. 

‘) The tide of disappointment and 
failed expectation on the part of the 
Jews. It is imposible for us to under- 
stand just how passicnate was the long- 
ing of Israel for Messiah. The incom- 
petency of Christ to fulfill this longing 
6id not, He in His personality. To Jesus 
Christ they had no objection, but to ‘Him 
crucified’—which is to say His crucifix- 
ion methods. The cross out of Christ's 
life, a different history would have been 
written of the Jews. The politicians, 
Caiphais and Annas and thaf brood of 
officeholders would have been murdered 
There was wrath in Israel's 
heart because Christ disappointed them 
end walked the way of shame instead of 
the paths of earthly glory. 

“9 The cross as 2 kingdom foundation 
was opposed by all the ‘world philosophy 
of power and influence. The Greeks did 
not care. They laughed at it. It was 
{oolishness, lumacy. They were dilet- 
tente politicians. Their policy was the, 
machine policy. They knew a thing or 
two about kingdom building. This cross 
idea was idle tittle tattle. And as they 
were the self-appointed thinkers for the 
world, the gospel of the cross was beaten 
down: by the waves of ridicule. 

“Now you ask why such a handicap was 
allowed by God-on the gospel. We say, 
‘Could it not have been avoided?’ ‘Could 
the gospel not have had a fairer chance” 

“But note. When God undertook the 
redemption of the soul He was working 
from an eternal point of view. You can- 
not localiz2 God. Considering the vast 
issues involved, it made little difference 
what Jerusalem or <Atnens thought 
about it. 

“So you must read into the crucifixion 
for more than the Jews or Romans rut 
into it. Their part in the divine tragedy 
was only incidental. What they did to 
Christ was not the agony of the cross. 
They did no more to Him than to the 
two thieves, nor more than men have 
dcne to martyrs since. You do not get 
a new religion every time a martyr is 
killed. 

“We are under the thought and away 
from it when we cry around the cross at 
the nails and the spear thrust. The cross 
makes no appeal to pity. The cross was 
a battlefiéld. Two armies have marched. 
Here is the culminating panic of Hell 
agairst Redemption. It is the strife of 
empires; an immemorial] feud brought to 
issue. Judaism from Sinai on is Gol's 
diplomacy. Calvary is God's etcrnal pur- 

se vut to the touch. Satan fights for 

is throne. And he fights against the 
redemptive act. Hell was opposed to ths 
slaying of the lamb of.God. And all that 
agony on the cross—all that smiting and 
scurrying that preceded it—was_ the 
cevil’'s vrotest against the cross. 

“The victory of the cress Iies in that 
Gcd’s will prevailed and Christ died. 

‘“‘Now there are practical results from 
Christ crucified, which far outweigh the 
ecendal and the ridicule of the cross.”’ 
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Dr. Quillian spoke at the morning ser- 
vice on the text from Romans vili, 9: “If 
any man haye not the spirit of Christ he 
is none of His.’’ The pastor said in part: 

“There is an abiding conviction in the 
mind of all men wherg the light of the 
gospel has come, that it is better to be 
reckoned a Christian and numbered 


‘among God’s children than to be reckoned 


wicked and a child of the devil. This 
conviction is the result. of’ three forces— 
first, the knowledge that the requirements 
of Christianity are, every one, only such 
as are best for the highest success of 


sciousness of every man that he is a re- 
sponsible being and must render an ac- 


count somewhere, at some time, to some 
higher power, for the deeds of life; third. 
the presence of the Holy Spirit, which 
brings to the conscience of every man a 
feeling of condemnation for wrongdoing 
and of satisfaction in doing the right. 

"This conviction that it is better to be 
reckoned good than bad causes the wicked 
to resort to various expedients that they 
may be thus reckoned by others, and so 
accounted by themselves. They refrain 
from indulgence in some of those things 
wiich the violent engage in, or if they 
indulge’ at all, not to the degree of sume 
others, and the things from which they 
refrain are usually ose that public opin- 
ion condemns, whilst they freely partic- 
ipate in all sorts of vices not thus out- 
lawed. For instance, with some it is very 
wicked to become beastly drunk pn the 
streets and be hauled to the, Station 
house, but a like condition in a private 
room makes no difference—it is nobody’s 
business. With them the sin is not in 
the committal of the act, but in its noto- 
riety. 

“Again, they practice some of those vir- 
tues which are popular and easy to do, 
whilst they negiect those others which 
are unpopular and difficult te perform. 
So by abstaining from some things wrong 
and engaging in some things good, there 
is built up a very respectable life, which 
is believed by many to be all there is in 
religion, and upon that they confidently 
look for salvation. They say: ‘Yes, I 
do many things I know are wrong, but 
I do also many things I know are right.’ 
And so they expect thus to strike a bal- 
ance sheet with God and pass the final 
inspection. So in the midst of these opin- 
ions and practices it is well that we have 
some rule to settle the matter. That is 
found in the words of the apostle: ‘He 
that hath not the spirit of Christ is none 
of His.’ Then the line of cleavage that 
sevarates between the wicked and the 
Christian is clear and distinct. It reaches 
through form and outward conduct down 
into the region of motive, purpose and de- 
sire—in the nature of thought and affec- 
tion and says that the disposition, the 
temper, the spirit of the man must be 
one with Christ or he is not a Christian. 
The spirit of a wicked man is one of 
selfishness, carnality and worldliness. The 
motives, purposes and desires ‘which kin- 
dle pleasure, seek for gratification and 
control and give form to the outward con- 
duct. have their birth in the flesh and 
pertain to this world, 

“The spirit of a Christian is one cf 
goodness, love and heavenly mindedness. 
41He spirit which animates, controls and 
gives form to the life, originating mo-' 
tive, creating desire and crystallizing pur- 
pose, has its home in the conscience and 
in the spirit of man, which are at one 
with Christ. Thus it is that the law 
which governs the real Christian is not 
what is popular or unpopular, not what 
others see or do not see, but what is 
right and what is wrong, taking Christ 
as the standard. Christianity is unity in 
spirit with Christ Jesus, and according to 
Paul he that has not that spirit is not 
Christ’s but a child of sin and disobedi- 
ence, even as those who have no hope. 
The testing time of the sp ~it within us is 
when the, two, the spirit of the world and 
the spirit of Christ, strive for mastery 
in us. Whichever we obey and follow 
determines our condition. If we yield our 
members to the lusts of the flesh, the 
pride of life and the vanity of the world, 
then are we children of the devil, but if 
to God, as instruments of righteousness, 
then are we children of Christ.”

At the evening service Dr. Landrum 
preached on the “Unshaken Doctrines of 
tthe Kingdom of God on Earth.”” His text 
was in Hebrews xii., 27: ‘“‘That those 
things which cannot be shaken may re- 
main.”’ , 

He said in part: ~~ , 

“Like the Hebrews, we, too, are living 
in @ revolutionary age, in an iconoclastic 
era. Ohanges of the most radical kind 
are constantly occurring. In the world 
of science, of literature, of politics, of 
philosophy, and of. religion itself, new 
theories are advanced and new methods 
are adopted. The whole world fabric is 
altering. Not only its map and manners, 
but its dominant ideas and ideals are 
completely reversing those which we were 
accustomed to regard as paramount and 
permanent. It is not unnatural, for this 
reason, that some of us should find owr- 
selves bewildered and depressed, if not 
discouraged, at the signs of the times. 

“Growth involves change. There are 
three itokens of intellectual and spiritual 
development. Admitting that there are 
revolutionary processes in the kingdom of 
God, we May accept ag the first token of 
development this fact—the number ef 
things about which one jis infallibly sure 
will diminish. Ignorance is always con- 
fident because it knows nothing; it is 
courageous because it is biind. Knowl- 
edge dissipates many illusions and makes 
us cautious and conservative. In a word, 
as we have grown mentally we have 
found many things pass from fact to fic- 
tion, from truth to theory, from revealed 
doctrine to mere theological speculation, 

“A second fact js this: The number of 
things about which it is necessary to be 
infallibly sure diminishes. Some things in 
our religion are as bright ag the sun and 
more stable than the mountains. The 
great doctrines, however, about which we 
may ‘be unerringly confident are few in 
number. Christianity is simple; our sec- 
tarianism is often complex. Christianity 
is clear, while our theology is often meta- 
physics—a mere phi rr which 
changes with the centuries. ristianity 
may be expressed In a sentence and 
eresped ‘by a child. Elaborate ecclesiasti- 
cal systems have been slowly built up 
through the centuries which only experts 
can comprehend and expound. | 

“My third and final proposition is this: 
The few things the COnhristian really 
knows are more infallibly established as 
the years go by. Christian experience is 
the great fact that abides. Infallibility is 
inward. All certainty fs within; within 
the depths of our own life. It is thor- 
oughly practical. Our Lord intended it 
should be when He said, “If any man will- 
eth to do His will he shall know ofthe

alterably convincéd that whatever may 
be the changes of the future, mankind 
can never go beyond Christ as an ahso- 
lutely satisfying ‘enrbodiment of God and 
an unqualifiedly perfect example of stain- 
less human lffe?’

“The law of the Sabbath,”’ said Dr, 
Holderby, ‘was spoken amid the lHght- 
nings and thunders of Sinai, together

“Shall we let the Christian Sabbath 
mo. or shall we hold to it and hand ft 
down to our children as a glorious God- 
given legacy? This question confronts 
the church today, and the responsibility 
is upon the church to hold to the Sab- 
bath or let it go. 

“Why should we not let our Sabbath 
x07 

“1, Because it)!s an institution of God 
He announced His plan. to inst®tute ahd 
keep a Sabbath in the Garden of Eden, 
He has been proclaiming the fact 
through all the ages past. The law of 
the Sabbath has never been abrogated 
or set aside. And vet th are many 
people who think that the law of the 
Sabbath is a dead letter and that it 
passed away with the new dispensation 

“Why should not the law of the Sab- 
bath be enforced and be recognized by 
human legislation as well as the Mws 
against murder and stealing and adul- 
tery? 

“It is not taking away any man’s rights 
when we insist he shall not work of 
the Sabbath. If we recognize the ' ex- 
istence of the law against murder, we 
must recognize the Sabbath law. It 
was intended to be perpetual afid. binds 
ing to the end of time. :
